LONDON, Oct. 31.—The government obtained its expected man 
date from the house of commons tonight to proceed with the Irish 
negotiations. The Unionist motions, censuring the government for 
initiating the Irish negotiations was voted down, 439 to 43 

The prime minister achieved another of his oratorical successes 
before a large audience. As far as the movement of protest was de 
signed to draw information as to the proceedings of the conference, 
it failed. The prime minister gave no information as to what has 
been decided or is being discussed regarding Mr. DeValera’s claim 
to independence and the rumored attempt to arrange concessions 
from Ulster for a United Ireland. These remain in the realm of 
speculation. 

One piece of information the prime minister did give. It was 
that, unless something happened within a few days, presumably in 
the conference, to solvé the unsettled status.of Ireland’s two gov 
ernments, steps would be taken to give Ulster parliament the powers 
necessary to make a real government.

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 31,—Three of 
the well known leaders of the men in 
the great war—Admiral Parl Beatty, 
of Great Britain; General Armando 
Diaz, of Italy; and General Baron 
Jacques, of Belgium—addremed dha 
American Legion assembled in con- 
vention here today. Each was re- 
ceived with acclaim and decorate! 


Admiral Beatty’seaddress was an 
appeal to the legion members to con- 
tinue in peace the comradeship 
among allied nations thet existed 
during the war. This, he declared, 
was the great lesson of the mrugele. 
The message brought from Italy by 
Gen. Diaz was one, of faith in the 
United States, while to this Gen. 
Jacques added Belgium's deep-felt 
gratitude during the war. 

New Era of Peace 
“The sentiment which inspired the 


American Legion to invite to its an- 
nual convention representatives of the 
forces which fought side by side with 
them in the great war is a sentiment 
which, carried to its ideal conclusion, 
should inaugurate a new era—an era 
of peace in this great world,” suid 
Admiral Beatty. 

“Great peoples are moved by petty 
incidents, and are all ‘oo readily 
swayed iby the breath of scandal and 
propaganda, but if this great organ- 
ization sets itself steadfastly to profit 
by the terrible leseons of history, we 
may surely hope with confidence that 
the pact which othe 
blood of Shougeris of our comrades 
will be upheld and treasured as « 
Very sacred tning, a bulwark of peace 
in the world, 

“Might 1 quote as an instance of 
true comradeship and unity of pur- 
pose in my own exxperience. 

“When a megnificent squadron of 
the United States navy joined the 
Grand Fleet and served under my 
command, they were commanded by 
a distinguished officer who recognized 
to the full the necessity of fulfilling 
these requirements. 

Earnestness Made Task Simple 

He imbued this doctrine and spirit 
in those under his command, and such 
was the earnestness of his gallant 
men, that this task was simple. ‘They 
absorbed the interpretation of com- 
radeship so thoroughly that in an in- 
credibly short time this United States 
squadron wase@s mucha part of the 
grand machine as any other unit, and
